Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claim 1 is again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by PRATT et al 
(Haemostasis, 1998), as set forth in the previous Office action. 
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Applicant's arguments filed December 1 1 , 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that "[t]he reference deals only with the ability of enoxaparin to 
reduce edema" and is "totally silent about any effect on the size of the lesion (ischemia) itself." 
Regardless of the fact that the discussion contained in the reference concentrates on the reduction 
of edema, PRATT does, in fact, disclose administration of an effective amount of enoxaparin to 
a subject with cerebral ischemia, thereby accomplishing the method as recited in the claim.
